2. This Board hereby transfers, assigns and conveys to said Junior 
College District all of the personal property described in the June 30, 1966 
inventory of values which is attached hereto as Exhibit ''B" and incorporated 
herein by reference, In addition, this Board hereby transfers, assigns and 
conveys to said Junior College District all items of personal property acquired 
on or before June 30, 1967, which are specifically acquired by this District 
for junior college purposes, Such items shall be identified by the inventory 
which will be prepared by this District at the ena of the 1966-67 school year, 

3. This Board hereby determines, pursuant to section 25450, 3 of the 
Education Code, that none of the outetanding bonded indebtedness of this 
District was incurred for the acquisition or improvement of the property 
transferred to the new Junior College District, and that said Junior College 
District shall not be liable for payment of principal or interest on any portion 
of the outstanding bonded indebtedness of this District, 

4, The distribution of fund balances between this District and said 
Junior College District shall be made in accordance with the provisions of 
section 25542,5 of the Education Code, The District agrees that there shall 
remain in the special reserve fund a sum of money in accordance with the 
Provisions of said section 25542, 5, for junior college purposes, at the end 
of the 1966-67 school year, 

5. In accordance with section 25450, 3 of the Education Code, the 
tiablexk of property ordered by this resolution shall not take effect until 
July 1, 1967, which is the date on which said Junior College District becomes 

-effective for all purposes, However, this District understands that said 

Junior College District intends to immediately commence proceedings for 
further reorganizations under the provisions of Education Code 1703 and that 
the divisions of property directed herein will be the basis for such further 
reorganizations, Therefore, this Board will not revise or repeal the contents 
of this resolution prior to July 1, 1967, without the consent of said Junior 
College District, its successors and assigns, first had and obtained,

VISALIA - Prussic acid 
or cyanide poisoning may 
now be a hazard to cattle 
grazing on milo or sorghum 
stubble. A normally grow- 
ing plant does not contain 
the poison, however, re- 
growth from a plant that 
has had its normalgrowth 
interrupted by lack of 
water, a light frost or 
mechanical cutting, can 
contain enough prussic acid 
to kill grazing animals.

Following harvest- 
ing for grain only a small 
amount of tillering occurs 
and these sprouts cannot 
be selectively grazed be- 
cause they are surrounded 
by old stalk growth. 
However, this year, due to 
a shortage of hay, many 
acres of milo stubble have 
been cut and baled for hay 
following the grain harvest. 

It is on these fields that 
danger is extreme. Re- 
growth from the roots is 
excessive and cattle can 
graze this potentially poi- 
sonous forage without re- 
striction. This past week 
a number of cattle died 
that had been grazing on 
a field of milo stubble, a 
part of which had been cut 
and baled. Cattlemen are 
urged not to turn cattle 
into milo fields that have 
been harvested for hay un- 
til after a killing frost 
which will destroy the poi- 
son.

Harper said the 
department proposes to 
include the counties of 
“Kern, Kings, Tulare, 
Fresno, San Benito, 
Madera, Merced and Stani- 
slaus in the host-free 
district, and to consider 
the creation of a cotton 
host-free period beginning 
December 1 and extending 
to March 15. For the 1966- 
67 cotton crop year, the 
host-free period would 
begin January 1 but there- 
after it would begin De- 
cember 1 and extend to 
March 15. 

“We propose this action 
for two main reasons, ”said 
Harper. “We believe the 
host - free regulations 
would serve to prevent the 
establishment or to mini- 
mize spread of the pest 
in the eight county cotton- 
growing area of the San 
Joaquin valley. 

“This action would also 
serve to make cotton grow- 
ers familiar with the re- 
quirements of the host- 
free procedures, and to 
enable them to adopt the 
uniform cultural control 
practices necessary for 
control, suppression or 
eradication of the pest 
should it be found in the 
area.” 

Pink Bollworm host-free 
areas require that there 
be no cotton stalks or parts 
of cotton plants remaining 
above ground during the 
host-free period. Complete 
removal of cotton plants 
does away with vegetation 
in which the pink bollworm

can live and reproduce. 
* Host-free area growers 
would also be called upon 
to shred thoroughly all 
stalks remdining after 
harvest, to plow or disc 
the stalks under the sur- 
face as far as possible, 
and to irrigate the fields 
so that the buried vegeta- 
tion will rot and bring 
about a minimum survival 
of the overwintering pink 
bollworms. ; 

“Growers should face 
these hard facts if they 
hope to continue growing 
cotton commercially in 
pink bollworm areas, ”’said 
Mr. Harper. “It has been 
demonstrated very clearly 
that the host-free require- 
ments and other cultural 
measures are absolutely 
necessary if cotton is to 
be produced economically 
in infested areas. If the 
pest is to be suppressed 
and 
eradicated, the host-free 
procedure is a necessity, 

County Agricultural 
commissioners would en- 
force the host - free 
regulations if they are 
adopted by the Department. 
Because of the emergency 
created by the advance of 
the pink bollworms toward 
the San Joaquin valley, 
Harper said he expects that 
the regulations, ifapproved, 
would be made effective by 
emergency adoption prior 
to January-l, 1967. 

The pink bollworm ap- 
peared in California cotton 
fields for the first time 
late in 1965 in Imperial and 
Riverside counties. The 
pests occupied most of the 
cotton growing areas of 
southwest California in 
1966. The California De-
